The Mansfield University athletic 
department appointed Greg Gustin 
as their next head strength and 
conditioning coach on January 
14, 2020. “Mansfield University 
(MU) was on my radar for a while 
as a potential opportunity for me,” 
Gustin said, “The timing of this 
open position could not have been 
more perfect.” 

Gustin received a Bachelor of 
Science degree in health and physical 
activity, and a minor in fitness from 
the University of Pittsburgh in 
2013. He also received a Master of 
Science in health and fitness from 
Pitt in 2014. When asked why he 
chose strength and conditioning as 
his career path, he mentioned that 
he didn’t even know the job existed 
when he entered college. “I found 
it through classmates I knew who 
volunteered in the weight room at 


Pitt and was drawn in by the “cool” 
factor of college athletics,” he said. 
“The more I learned, the more 
interested I became in the behind- 
the-scenes work that makes it all 
happen.” 

To go along with the degrees, 
Gustin brings a variety of experience 
to the strength and conditioning 
program here at Mansfield. He 
comes here from Morrisville, North 
Carolina, where he worked at the 
Athletic Lab Sports Performance 
Center. While there, he was the 
assistant director of performance 
and was responsible for many 
community events. Making the 
change from a performance center 
to a university weight room can 
be quite the challenge, but Gustin 
is excited about the change. “The 
majority of my athletes at (Athletic 
Lab in NC) were college-aged 
or late high school,” he said, “So 
the transition should be pretty 


smooth.” He added that his biggest 
challenge so far is juggling the 
sheer number of athletes and their 
differing schedules. 

Before taking the job at the 
Athletic Lab, Gustin was the 
assistant strength and conditioning 
coach at Carnegie Mellon University 
for three years. While there, he was 
primarily the weight room coach 
for the track and field, volleyball, 
tennis, golf, and cross country 
teams. At MU, he will cover all 11 
sports teams. “The only thing that 
really changes is the hours you put 
in to prepare,” he stated. “It helps 
to find similarities between certain 
sports, and to always keep in touch 
with the underlying fundamentals 
that all athletes need.” Gustin was 
also the assistant fitness coach for 
the North Carolina Football Club 
men’s and women’s pro soccer 
teams and participated in several 
different strength and conditioning 


internships throughout college. 

Athletes officially started 
Gustin’s workouts during the week 
of January 20, 2020. “My first job 
was to identify holes that needed to 
be filled within each team’s training 
programs, although none of the new 
things should be all that shocking, 
the athletes will certainly be seeing 
some new stuff,” Gustin said about 
his first days in the weight room. 
To him, fundamentals are key. One 
thing he says often is, “One rep at 
a time.” He adds, “This is a way of 
keeping athletes focused on exactly 
what it is they are doing at the 
moment, and not worrying about 
next week, the next workout, or 
even the next set until we take care 
of what we’re doing right now.” 

His overall goal for MU’s 
strength and conditioning program 
was explained through one word 
performance. “My job is just to 
enhance the physical performance 
of the athletes,” he said, “Some 
coaches get caught up in their 
lifting programs and forget that 
what we do has to lead to results on 
the field, court, and track.” 

When asked what his favorite 
thing was about MU so far, he 
replied, “The coaches, athletes, 
trainers, and administrators that 
I’ve worked with so far have all 
made me feel at home.” He stated 
that as soon as he came on campus, 
the athletic department as a whole 
felt familiar to him and gave him a 
sense of belonging. “I just knew this 
was something I would enjoy being 
a part of.”

The Mansfield University 
administration crafts its budget 
at the beginning of every year. “It 
is a complex process that requires 
dedicated work from many 
departments on campus,” explains 
the Interim Vice President of 
Finance & Administration Kathryn 
Crossin. 

The budgeting process begins 
when all departments send in 
their spending for the past five 
years. Then, the figures are added 
to a software program that uses 
different formulas to create the 
initial budget. Once the budget is 
thoroughly reviewed by Mansfield 
administration, it is presented to 
the university’s Council of Trustees 
for approval. If passed, the budget 
is combined with the budgets of the 
other 13 state universities to create 
one all-inclusive budget that must 
be approved by the PASSHE Board 
of Governors. 

The budget is comprised of 
several types of funds: E&G 
(educational and general), auxiliary, 
restricted, plant, capital, Key 93, 
and reserve. Each fund can only 
be used to finance a specific set 
of purposes. E&G funds make 
up most of the budget because 
they are used for accounts such 
as employee salaries and general 
operating expenses like utilities 
and telecommunications. Auxiliary 
funds come from the independent 
entities on campus, such as the 
Hut, residence halls, and Kelchner 
Fitness Center. 

Because Mansfield University 
is a public university, a proportion 
of its funding comes from the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 
Approximately 39% of Mansfield’s 
annual revenue comes from state 
appropriations, while the rest 


is provided by grants, auxiliary 
operations, and tuition. 

Many funds may only be used 
for maintenance work around 
campus. Plant funds exist to 
improve infrastructures like 
classrooms and parking lots, while 
capital, Key 93, and restricted 
funds may only be used for specific 
projects. An example of this would 
be the demolition of the old 
residence halls, which will begin 
this spring. The large funds given 
to the university by the state for 
expensive projects can take at least 
five years to come through. For 
this reason, plans that originated in 
2013 to demolish Laurel, Maple, 
and Pinecrest will begin this spring. 
While some funds are used on a 
year-to-year basis, some must be 
reserved for long-term projects, 
which adds to the complexity of 
how a university must manage its 
finances. 

As the VP of Finance & 
Administration, Crossin oversees 
much of the administrative side of 
the university and helps to make 
decisions regarding the spending 
and plans for departments such 
as facilities, human resources, and 
athletics. Crossin served as the 
Assistant Director of Finance and 
Business Services at Bloomsburg 
University since 2001. In 2018, she 
came to Mansfield as a temporary 
arrangement to offer assistance and 
guidance to the university. Since 
this is a temporary arrangement, 
she still holds her position at 
Bloomsburg. 

Mansfield had been utilizing a 
pay-per-credit model before Crossin 
arrived. This model cost students 
significantly more than what 
students at other state universities 
were paying. After seeing the pattern 
between this model and the decline 
in student enrollment, Crossin

decided to work with Peter Fackler, 
the Interim President at the time, 
to return to the 12-18 credit flat 
rate that is currently in place. This 
decision was a driving force behind 
Mansfield’s enrollment growth for 
the 2019-2020 school year. While 
ten PASSHE schools saw a decrease 
in students, Mansfield was one of 
the four that saw an increase. 

Crossin noted that one of the 
largest challenges when crafting 
the budget is working around 
the salaries determined by the 
union contracts, which cannot 
be changed once negotiated. 
Mansfield has approximately 300 
employees, almost all under these 
two unions: The Association of 
Pennsylvania State College and 
University Faculties (APSCUF) and 
the American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employees 
(AFSCME). The only salaries that 
are not determined by the unions 
are those of the managers. 

Crossin mentioned that 
Mansfield generally tends to “run 
lean,” meaning it must carry out 
a great number of functions on 
a fairly limited budget, which 
causes all Mansfield employees to 
work diligently to ensure that the 
students receive the best education 
possible. During her time on 
campus, she has observed that the 
smaller student population works 
to the university’s advantage. She 
compared Mansfield’s average 
class size to one of Bloomsburg 
University’s lecture classes, which 
is comprised of over 200 students. 
However, her impression she has 
formed about Mansfield speaks to 
the devotion of faculty and staff, 
stating, “Every employee cares 
about the students. I don’t think 
anybody here just says this is only a 
job.”

With the recent news that Alpha 
Kappa Lambda (AKL), one of 
Mansfield University’s (MU s) three 
social fraternities, has decided to 
temporarily shut down with no 
current plans of starting back up on 
campus. On the fraternity’s national 
website, Mansfield University is no 
longer listed as a chapter. Is social 
Greek life dying at Mansfield 
University? By looking at the other 
two social fraternities on campus, 
Phi Sigma Kappa (PSK) and Sigma 
Alpha Epsilon (SAE), we can get a 
better picture of the current health 
of MU’s social Greek life. 

MU’s AKL chapter made the 
decision to suspend itself when it 
had nine active brothers. Currently, 
Sigma Alpha Epsilon has twenty- 
three active brothers on campus, 
while Phi Sigma Kappa has thirteen, 
with seven of the brothers planning 
on graduating this semester. The 
spring semester usually doesn’t field 
a large recruitment, and that puts 
PSK in a rough spot for the fall 
semester. According to Joey Brown, 
president of PSK, the fraternity used 
to have around forty members—a 
far cry from its current numbers. 
How small can a fraternity get 
before running into issues? 

According to the PSK website, 
at least ten to fifteen brothers are 


needed to start and maintain a 
healthy fraternity. Kyler Littlefield, 
brother of SAE, said, “As a whole, 
SAE is trying to make Greek 
life better on campus and to 
get other fraternities back on 
campus.” Both Phi Sigma Kappa 
and Sigma Alpha Epsilon have to 
consider the “negative stigma” that 
fraternities have received in recent 
years. Whether or not the stigma 
is justified, it remains a factor in 
recruitment rates. Another factor 
is the cost associated to join and 
maintain membership in Greek life. 
Members of Greek organizations 
traditionally must pay money 
every semester, also known as dues. 
AKL’s annual dues were $450 for 
a brother’s first semester in the 
fraternity and $300 for subsequent 
semesters. For comparison, that 
cost is less than the difference to 
upgrade from a 14- to a 19-meal 
plan for an entire year. 

These negatives attribute to a 
decrease in Greek life, but why 
do fraternities seem to be getting 
hit harder by the decline than 
sororities? MU currently has four 
social sororities, opposed to the 
two fraternities on campus. Alexis 
Anthony, president of Alpha Sigma 
Tau—a sorority with Twenty-five 
active sisters, thinks, “Girls are 
more naturally outgoing then boys, 
and that could be a reason why 


we're seeing this division in Greek 
life. MU’s gender ratio, according 
to U.S. News, is 61% female, giving 
sororities a bigger pool to recruit 
from. But most likely, the biggest 
difference between sororities and 
fraternities is how they traditionally 
hold their recruitment process 
known as Rush Week. Sororities 
traditionally collaborate for their 
recruitment process, for more 
open communication between 
organizations to make informed 
decisions about recruitment. 
Meanwhile, opposing fraternities 
often do not discuss the recruitment 
process with each other, fostering a 
competitive atmosphere between 
organizations.” 

The fraternities on campus are 
making strides to work together to 
improve the current recruitment 
process. Joey Brown said, 'People 
should care about Greek life because 
Greek organizations bring energy to 
the campus and do a lot of services 
for the local community. If we lose 
Greek life, all the positive work for 
our community goes too.” In some 
ways, the health of Greek life can 
reflect the state of the campus and 
its values. No matter what happens 
to Greek life on campus, the current 
members of Greek life will remain 
brothers and sisters. 


RareBeetles Infest Trees

The Emerald Ash Borer is a species 
of beetle native to Asia that made 
its way to the U.S. probably due 
to infested firewood, ash nursery 
stock, unprocessed ash logs, and 
other ash products. The Emerald 
Ash Borer, also known as agrilus 
planipennis, was first spotted in 
Michigan in the summer of 2002. 
Since then, it has quickly taken over 
and has destroyed much of the U.S. 
ash tree supply. Emerald Ash Borers 
are a shiny emerald color beetle 
that is about a Vi an inch long and 
1/16th of an inch wide. The adults 
of the small exotic beetle’s nibble on 
ash foliage and do not cause much 
damage, but the larvae of the beetle 
interrupt the trees’ ability to get 


water. The lack of water slowly kills 
the ash trees. 

The Emerald Ash Borer is 
currently found in 35 states and is 
quickly growing. It is also found 
in some parts of Canada. The 
larvae live beneath the bark of the 
ash tree. The larvae create zig-zag 
patterns that get wider as the larvae 
age. When the Emerald Ash Borer 
reaches adulthood, they will exit the 
ash tree creating tiny holes in the 
bark of the tree. As the ash tree dies 
it will slowly begin to lose its leaves 
beginning at the top of the tree and 
going down. When the Emerald 
Ash Borer has taken ahold of a 
tree the leaves will begin to appear 
ragged and uneven. Woodpeckers 
love Emerald Ash Borers, so their 
presence is also a sign of infestation. 


Ash trees are important because 
they are used to make furniture, 
tools, baseball bats, musical 
instruments, and sports materials. 
Between 2009 to 2019 the Emerald 
Ash Borer has cost us around $10.7 
billion and affected more than 17 
million trees. Invasive species often 
overpopulate due to them being 
transported in a new area where 
they have no natural predators. 
Scientists are searching for solutions 
to the problem and have found 
woodpeckers and tiny parasitic 
wasps to be some of the borers’ 
natural predators. 

There is not much to be done 
to save ash trees if the tree has lost 
more than 50 percent of itself.

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Does Super Smash Bros. Have a Fire Emblem Problem?

At Mansfield University, on any 
given weekend, you can likely 
find some group of people playing 
Super Smash Bros. Ultimate in a 
dorm room, lobby, or Multipurpose 
Room. But, with the addition of 
the character Byleth from Fire 
Emblem: Three Houses recently 
making it into Super Smash Bros. 
Ultimate, many of players feel the 
addition of another Fire Emblem 
character seems disproportionate, 
especially given the explosion in 
representation Fire Emblem (FE) 
has seen a massive explosion of 
representation in Smash recently. 

With some Smash fans happy 
with FE’s growing representation, 
and others feeling like another 
game is more deserving of the spot 


in the game’s roster, I examined the 
controversy in its full context. 

Smash Bros, has long been a 
promotional tool for games. Being 
included in Smash means that a 
character and its games will reach 
a mainstream audience, and this 
method was how western players 
were first exposed to FE. The first 
FE game was published in 1990, 
after FE characters were put into 
Smash Melee to positive response. 
Nintendo released the next FE 
outside Japan for the first time 
in 2003. Since then, Nintendo 
always adds a protagonist from 
the most recent FE game to their 
latest Smash Bros, title, much like 
how Nintendo always adds one of 
the newest Pokemon characters to 
the Smash lineup. This means that 


while some games might be better 
known outside of Japan, they likely 
have fewer reps in Smash compared 
to FE because FE always has new 
characters to add, whereas games 
like Metroid or Zelda often recycle 
the same cast of characters between 
each game. 

Critics of this boom in attention 
often cite how FE doesn’t feel like 
a major franchise that warrants this 
kind of attention, especially when 
other major franchises have fewer 
characters but this only makes 
sense from a western perspective in 
which FE has only recently become 
popular. A fairer critique cited is 
that four of the eight FE characters 
have nearly identical move sets, 
leading players to feel like FE keeps 
eating up slots that could go to more 


deserving characters, but instead are 
used on a variation of a character 
that already exists. Because of this, 
it’s easy to feel like the addition 
of another Marth-like characater 
means you won’t be seeing someone 
from an unrepresented series. 

Byleth is completely different 
from any other character in Smash 
so far. Not only that but with the 
success of the latest FE last year, it 
makes sense for Nintendo to add 
Byleth to the game as FE’s latest 
generational character. But for 
many players, Byleth still feels like 
a wasted opportunity that could’ve 
been spent on giving a spot to a 
character from a new franchise.

The idea of war is never a pleasant 
feeling. It brings hardships, 
heartache, and ultimately destroys 
lives for a sake of peace. In the 
blockbuster film “1917,” we join 
two British soldiers named Blake 
(George McKay) and Schofield 
(Dean-Charles Chapman) as they 
try to get an urgent message to 
another battalion. 

The film is based during the 
World War I time period, and 
director Sam Mendes does a solid 
job putting the audience into the 
middle of it. Following the two 
soldiers, there are many times when 
it feels difficult to breathe. Booby 
traps are set, explosions ignite the 
sky, and shots are fired all around, 
illuminating powerful effects both 
visually and emotionally. The 
emotional response only becomes 
more apparent when something 
unexpected and tragic, occurs 
changing the perspective of the 
film completely. It challenges the 


intended audience and the actors 
themselves. McKay and Chapman 
put so much heart into their 
performance in this scene that you 
almost feel yourself perishing as 
well. 

The journey continues, and 
the film gives us impressive 
camera shots and a deep sense of 
atmosphere, allowing it to shine 
even further. There are scenes of 
soldiers pushing a truck out of the 
mud by hand, falling into a raging 
river at night, and witnessing 
multiple bodies piled before their 
eyes. It leaves us wondering what 
will happen next, and whether the 
soldiers get there in time to warn 
the Devonshire-Regiment to call off 
the deadly attack. 

The ending is where the film 
slightly misses the mark. It lacks a 
bit of complexity and isn’t all that 
thought provoking in its narrative. 
That is to say, the ending may 
seem a little forced to some viewers 
expecting a different outcome. 
Putting that small drawback aside,

in the past, what sets aside “1917” 
from its predecessors is the passion 
for style and cinematography. And 
“1917” really makes a hit with its 
breathtaking events told through 
character and image.

If three quarters were all it took 
to win a basketball game, the 
Mansfield women’s team would 
have picked up their fourth win 
of the season over Shepherd 
University last Wednesday night. 
Instead, the Mounties suffered 
another conference loss after being 
outscored 19-10 in the fourth and 
final quarter. 

The Mounties came out firing, 
shooting 50% from both the floor 
and the three-point line in the first 
quarter. Freshman Jasmine Hilton 
started the scoring started when 
she hit her first of many short jump 
shots. The scoring went back and 
forth between the teams until the 
three-pointers began falling for 
the Mounties. Junior Kira Merritt 
hit her first three-pointer to put 
the Mounties back up one, and 
teammate Paige Whitfield knocked 
down two more three-pointers 
along with two layups from Jasmine 
Perez and Sydney Reed, to give MU 


an eleven point lead. Shepherd 
finished the quarter with their run 
to cut the lead to six heading into 
the second. 

The Mounties began the second 
quarter with two more three- 
pointers and a layup to give them 
a fourteen-point lead, their largest 
of the night. Shepherd then cut it 
down to seven with 47 seconds left, 
on back to back buckets by Sydney 
Clayton, but the Mounties finished 
the half with a bucket by Hilton and 
a free throw by Whitfield, holding a 
ten-point lead going into halftime. 

Shepherd cut the lead back to 
seven early on in the third, but with 
another jump shot from Hilton, 
a layup from Whitfield, and a 
beautiful fast-break pass from Perez 
to Alivia Paeglow, the Mounties 
held a thirteen point lead with three 
minutes remaining in the third. 
From there, Shepherd scored eleven 
unanswered points and finished 
the quarter with a three-pointer 
from Marly Mclaughlin, cutting 
Mansfield’s lead to just one going 


into the final period of play. 

The fourth quarter began with 
a Shepherd steal and layup, giving 
the Rams their first lead since early 
in the game. They continued on 
an eleven-point run, increasing 
their lead to ten. Whitfield ended 
Mansfield’s scoring drought 
when she made a layup with 4:12 
remaining in the game, but from 
there on, Shepherd matched every 
one of the Mounties’ buckets, 
helping them hold on to win 67-59. 

Whitfield led the Mounties with 
14 points, 7 rebounds, 6 assists, and 
3 steals. Hilton matched Whitfield’s 
14 points to go along with 4 
rebounds and 4 steals and Merritt 
finished with 8 points, 6 rebounds, 
and 6 assists. 

The loss puts the Mounties 
at 3-15 on the season, 1-11 in 
conference play. They will continue 
conference play at home on 
February 5, 2020, when they host 
Lock Haven. The tip is set for 5:30 
p.m. in Decker Gymnasium.

01/17 - Duo Montagnard, 

comprised of Dr. Joseph 
Murphy and colleague Matthew 
Slotkin, performed a recital in 
Butler Room 263 of classical 
guitar and saxophone. Over the 
course of eight pieces, the Duo 
presented genres of all types 
while showcasing the unique 
Montagnard group, which was 
formed in 2002. 

“The name is French, and 
means essentially ‘Mountain 
Person,’ which ties into our MU 
mascot, the mountaineer,” said 
Murphy. “We’re aware of only 
about six or seven other guitar 
and saxophone groups in the 
world, and it’s something entirely 
different from the usual wind 
and piano duet. The majority 
of our pieces are adapted from 
guitar and flute, and we have 
a repertoire of about 50 pieces 
written specifically for us.” 

From ‘Fast, Cheap, and Out 
of Control’ by John Orfe to 
‘meander’ by David Crowell, 
Murphy described as “Mostly 
classical, meaning it was 
intricately written by a composer, 
and is played to the note in the 
way the author intended it to be 
played, ‘meander’ only lasts a few 
minutes and moves between the 
two instruments in a wandering 
sort of way, and was probably 
our favorite to perform. We’re 
fortunate enough to know 
many composers from our time 
studying and performing, and I 
get the chance to bring this music 
to my beloved colleagues and 
students.” 

01/18 - Ellie Cuppett took 
the Steadman Theater stage 
for her Senior Vocal Recital. 
“Having a whole recital that is 
just me singing is terrifying,” 
said Cuppett, a music education 
major with a vocal primary.

An Italian piece, ‘Quando ti 
Rivedro’ (When Will I See You 
Again) by Stefano Donaudy, 
the German ‘Die Forelle’ (The 
Trout) by Franz Schubert, 
and the French ‘Automne’ by 
Gabriel Faure resonated with 
Cuppett. “The raw emotion is 
hard to contain during [‘Quando 
ti Rivedro], and ‘Automne’ 
finalized my recital. I see that my 
days [at MU] really have gone by 
quickly, and I am going to miss 
my time here, but I do not regret 


a single moment of it. ‘Roam 
dreaming through the enchanted 
hills, where, in days gone by, 
my youth delighted!... and I feel 
tears rising to my eyes, which in 
my heart, my twenty years have 
forgotten.’

The Mansfield Men’s Basketball 
team hosted the Shepherd Rams 
this past Wednesday in a contest 
that proved to be nothing short of 
exciting. 

Nine of Mansfield’s players put 
points on the board - and they 
needed every one of them. The 
game consisted of 20 different lead 
changes, but it was the Mounties 
who outlasted the Rams in the final 
seconds to come away with a 62-61 
win. 

Garrett Cook put the Mounties 
ahead early on when he hit his first 
and only three-pointer of the game. 
From there, both teams traded 
buckets until Mansfield’s Mike Rell 
hit three free throws and a layup 
to put his team up by six with just 
three minutes remaining in the 
first half. Rich Oppong followed 
with a layup of his own to give 
his team their largest lead of the 
first half. Shepherd hit a layup and 
two free throws between Oppong’s 
layup and the end of the half, but 
Mansfield answered every point to 


head into halftime with an eight- 
point lead. 

The second half scoring began 
when Trevor English found 
Christian Simmons wide open 
in the paint, giving the Mounties 
their first double digit-lead of the 
night. Shepherd continued to go 
on a ten-point run to make the 
score even at 33, just five minutes 
into the second half. From there, 
the two teams traded leads, twelve 
times to be exact, until the time 
ran out. Simmons hit a layup 
with 47 seconds remaining to put 
Mansfield up one, but Shepherd’s 
Phillip Jordan answered Simmons 
with a layup of his own, giving the 
Rams a slim one-point lead with 
30 seconds remaining. English 
then found his teammate, Jaz 
Farrell, for another layup, giving 
the Mounties their final lead of 
the night. From there, Rell hit 
one of two free throws to put the 
Mounties up two with 8 seconds 
remaining and Simmons notched 
what would be the eventual game- 
clinching steal and layup, giving 
his team a four-point lead with 


just 3 seconds remaining. Shepherd 
managed to sink a three-pointer as 
time expired, but it wasn’t enough, 
as the Mounties walked away with 
their fifth win on the season. 

Farrell led the Mounties in 
scoring with 12 points while 
shooting 3 of 7 from the field. 
Simmons finished the game with 
10 points, 4 rebounds, and 2 steals 
and English ended with 7 points, 
10 rebounds, and 7 assists. The win 
puts the Mounties at 5-12 overall on 
the season, 4-8 in the conference. 
They will continue conference 
play and their fight to stay in 
playoff contention on Wednesday, 
February 5, 2020, when they host 
Lock Haven. The tip is set for 7:30 
p.m. following the women’s game 
in Decker Gymnasium.

Afghanistan peace deal 

-Washington's longest ever war 
could be coming to an end, and 
President Donald Trump - in a 
crucial re-election battle - may be 
able to make good on his promise 
to bring US troops home.

£5.7m). Last year, they managed to 
clear about 10,000kg of waste from 
the region. 

-Kami Rita Sherpa, who has scaled 
the world's highest mountain a 
record 24 times, says they do not 
have the skills to reach the highest 
points. "They collected garbage 
from lower altitudes," Sherpa told 
BBC Nepali, adding: "They should 
mobilise Sherpas to clean up garbage 
from higher elevations. 

-The six peaks - Everest, Lhotse, 
Pumori, Amadablam, Makalu and 
Dhaulagiri - attract climbers from 


around the world each year, who 
often abandon oxygen and cooking 
gas cylinders, climbing gear and 
other rubbish like food wrappers, 
cans and bottles in their attempts to 
reach the summits. It is particularly 
difficult to bring items down from 
the higher reaches. In some cases, 
bodies and rubbish have lain for 
decades in the snow and ice. 

- "Climbing Sherpas are the right 
people to clean up the peaks," Purba 
Tashi Sherpa, who's scaled Everest 21 
times, said. "The government should 
keep that in mind." 

2/14/20 - US election 2020: 
Buttigieg’s sexuality becomes 
campaign issue 

-Firebrand conservative radio host 
Rush Limbaugh questioned if voters 
would pick a man "...kissing his 
husband on stage. America is still not 
ready to elect a gay man." on Feb. 12. 

- Mr Buttigieg's Democratic rivals 
leapt to his defence, and President 
Donald Trump said he would vote 
for a gay man. Mr. Limbaugh was 
last week awarded a top civilian 
honour by the president. 

-If elected, 38-year-old Mr. Buttigieg 
would be the first openly gay US 
president. He is the former mayor of 


South Bend, Indiana, a city of just 
over 100,000 people. 

-Mr. Buttigieg did not directly 
address the radio host's remarks 
during an event in Las Vegas, 
Nevada, on Thursday night, but 
said: "I'm proud of my marriage. I'm 
proud of my husband." 

-According to Pew Research, the 
proportion of Americans in favour 
of same-sex marriage is at 61%, a 
number that has levelled out in the 
last few years after steadily rising for 
a decade. 

2/15/20 - TV presenter Caroline 
Flack dies at 40 

-Former Love Island host Caroline 
Flack has been found dead in 
her London flat, her family have 
confirmed. A lawyer for the family 
said the star took her own life. 

- She stepped down from the dating 
show after being charged with 
assaulting her partner in December. 
She was due to stand trial next 
month. 

-As well as presenting ITV's Love 
Island she had co-hosted The X 
Factor and won Strictly Come 
Dancing in 2014. 

-Confirming Saturday night's Love 
Island episode will not be broadcast, 


an ITV spokeswoman said: 
"Everybody at Love Island and 
ITV is shocked and saddened 
by this desperately sad news... 
Caroline was a much loved 
member of the Love Island team 
and our sincere thoughts and 
condolences are with her family 
and friends." 

2/15/20 - Storm Dennis: UK 
Army called to help shore up 
defences 

-The UK Army has been deployed 
to help with flood relief as the UK 
faces a second weekend of weather 
disruption. 

-The MoD said 75 soldiers from 
4th Battalion, Royal Regiment of 
Scotland, have been sent to Ilkley 
and Calderdale in West Yorkshire 
to help build flood barriers and 
repair defences. 

-Road, rail and air travellers also 
face disruption, with British 
Airways and Easyjet flights among 
those affected. It comes after 
Storm Ciara flooded hundreds of 
homes last weekend. 

-There are three severe flood 
warnings in Scotland, dozens of 
flood warnings in England, and 
seven in Wales.

Evolution Championship Series' 
2020 fighting lineup

On February 5, the lineup was 
announced for the Evolution 
Championship Series (better 
known as EVO), the largest fighting 
game tournament in the world. 

Of the nine games named to 
appear this year, eight will feature 
as main tournament events where 
anyone can enter to compete. 
Three of the nine games are “Street 
Fighter V,” a longtime staple of the 
fighting game community; “Tekken 
7,” a fighter game growing in 
popularity; and “Super Smash Bros. 
Ultimate,” Nintendo’s massive 
crossover fighting game. None of 
these choices are surprising, given 
these series have had a consistent 
presence at EVO in the past. 
Other returning titles include the 
weapon-based “Soulcalibur VI,” 
last year’s methodical reboot of the 
“Samurai Shodown” series; Dragon 
Ball Z’s intense fighter “Dragon 
Ball FighterZ”; and “Under Night 


In-Birth Exe:Late[cl-r],” the 
sequel to the equally frustratingly 
titled “Under Night In-Birth 
Exe:Late[st].” 

The final game listed under the 
main features is the upcoming 
title “Granblue Fantasy” Versus, 
which releases in North America 
in March—just a few months 
before EVO meets in the summer. 
Not only is “Granblue Fantasy” 
new to EVO, but it’s also new to 
the fighting game genre as well. 
Historically, “Granblue Fantasy” 
has been a browser based role- 
playing game with gacha/lootbox 
mechanics, which involves opening 
players logging onto the game and 
recieving random characters by 
chance. Put another way, this new 
version of “Granblue Fantasy” is 
akin to adapting a board game into 
an active contact sport. However, 
given that “Granblue Fantasy 
Versus” was developed by masterful 
fighting game developer Arc System 
Works, the yet untested fighter 


appears to be in good hands. 

The final game of the lineup this 
year is a major crowd pleaser. This 
year marks the 20th anniversary of 
the classic crossover fighter “Marvel 
vs Capcom 2,” featuring classic 
and beloved Capcom characters 
like Mega Man, Ryu, and widely 
recognizable and popular characters 
like Wolverine and Spider-Man. 
In celebration, EVO will hold an 
invitational tournament featuring 
former champions and veteran 
competitors of the beloved fighting 
game. 

Two iconic fighting games didn’t 
make the cut for EVO: is the 
famously brutal and gory “Mortal 
Combat 11,” and the community 
favorite “BlazBlue: Cross Tag 
Battle” also won’t be returning this 
year. 

EVO will stream the competition 
on their Twitch channel at a 
currently unestablished date 
sometime this summer.

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COVID-19 Takes Over 
(part of) the World

The recent coronavirus outbreak, 
originating in Wuhan, China, in 
December 2019, has been official¬ 
ly named COVID-19 on Feb. 11, 
2020. 

A coronavirus can cause disease 
in mammals and birds, and can 
develop different strains, including 
the most recent—first discovered 
in Wuhan, the capital of Hubei 
province and the seventh-largest 
city in China. The virus was likely 
contracted from Huanan Seafood 
Wholesale Market selling seafood, 
wild animals, and chickens, which 
later tested positive for the disease. 
Documented cases COVID-19 
spread to other states in Southeast 
Asia, Japan, the U.S., Australia, 
and as of Jan. 24, 2020, France and 
countries in Europe. On Feb. 14, 
2020, between 49,000 and 66,000 
cases were diagnosed worldwide. 

On the Feb. 15, 2020, a Chinese 
tourist died in France from the 
virus—the first death outside Asia, 
where there have been over 1,500 
fatalities. There is no known cure, 
and the best method for prevention 
is safe, healthy habits. The Internet, 
however, claims that boiled 
garlic, inane amounts of vitamin 
C, or drinking chlorine dioxide 
are suitable cures. None of these 
treatments would actually work— 
do not attempt any of them. 

The World Health Organization 
(WHO) declared COVID-19 


a "Public Health Emergency of 
International Concern" (PHEIC) 
on Jan. 30, 2020. The next 

day, President Trump signed 
a presidential proclamation, 
restricting and suspending the 
entry of international travelers 
into the U.S. if they pose a risk of 
transmitting COVID-19. This has 
primarily targeted travelers from 
China in the past two weeks. The 
"Diamond Princess" cruise ship 
docked in Japan has a 6% rate of 
infection at 218 cases. Its passengers 
are under quarantine and are being 
tested before release. There have 
been few detected cases of the 
virus in the U.S., but it is currently 
not widespread. The federal 
government's Center for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC) is 
monitoring the disease closely and 
preparing laboratories and hospitals 
to treat contractors of COVID-19. 

Mansfield University (MU) 
students received two student 
broadcast emails from Jim Welch, 
MU's Environmental Health 
& Safety Director, concerning 
COVID-19. The broadcasts 
reported no cases diagnosed 
in Pennsylvania or New York, 
announced the installation of 
additional hand sanitizer stations 
in residence halls for residents' use, 
and provided links for information 
on COVID-19. Monitoring and 
prevention will be the priority of 
the U.S. and MU health officials 
alike.

Ice tongues are melting

Far to the north, around 
Greenland’s infamous ice sheets, a 
new potential threat looms. Unlike 
the warm air temperatures that are 
already causing the sheets of ice to 
melt, this threat comes from below. 

According to a study from the 
"Nature Geoscience", “Ice tongues, 
strips of ice that float on water 
without breaking off from the ice 
on land, are melting at a faster 
rate than previously thought.” The 
study was based around a glacier 
in Northeastern Greenland known 
as Nioghalvfjerdsfjorden or the 79 
North Glacier. Warm ocean water 
currents more than a mile-wide 
have been moving underneath 
those large glaciers for some time, 


and their melting rate is alarming. 

Scientists are concerned about 
the consequences. Researchers 
stated that, “Mass loss from 
Greenland’s ice sheet is currently 
the single largest drive of sea level 
rise globally, and Greenland’s ice 
sheet is melting seven times faster 
than the year 1992.” However, 
the situation is dire due to much 
of the arctic region experiencing 
record high temperatures during 
this past summer. The ice sheets 
have lost nearly 11 billion tons of 
surface ice in just a single day and a 
total of 197 billion tons altogether. 
According to CNN.com, 11 billion 
tons is equivalent to 4.4 million 
Olympic size swimming pools. 

A study published by the “Journal 
Advances in Atmospheric Sciences” 


reported the ocean temperature 
was .075 degrees Celsius, well 
above the 1981-2010 average. The 
scientists explained that is similar 
to dropping five Hiroshima bombs 
into the ocean every second over 
the past 25 years. Increases in ocean 
temperature have a highly negative 
affect on sea life and can cause a 
shortage of fish catches for areas 
that rely primarily on the ocean 
for food sources. Oceanographer 
Janin Schaffer from Alfred Wegener 
Institute in Germany said, “The 
reason for the intensified melting is 
now clear.” 

The study of these ice tongues 
associated with Greenland are still 
in the early stages and there are 
many answers that have yet to be 
discovered.

Bridget Parlato spoke at a reception 
for her show, “Purpose and 
Repurpose,” in the Loomis Gallery 
on February 4, 2020. 

"Purpose and Repurpose” was on 
display from January 13-February 
4, 2020 and was created, along 
with the artwork it featured, in 
a way to spread awareness and 
promote thought on how humans 
impact planet Earth and the 
natural resources and creatures 
thereof Parlato’s artwork is 
created primarily with items and 
recyclable material that have been 
repurposed. Materials include 
anything from plastic bags, to tarps, 
to cigarette butts: these materials 
are commonly left as litter and 
cause damage to the planet we live 
on. By presenting this material in a 
unique way, Parlato draws attention 
to how there is an “Infinite way our 
economy is supposed to run on 
a planet that has finite resources. 
There is a clash of interests.” Parlato 
also faces the challenge of “being a 
maker in a world that has enough 
stuff’ by making use of these old 
and reusable materials. 

At the reception, Parlato said that 
she “likes work with a purpose.” 
And her work has certainly fit this 
category. Through her artwork, 
installations, and the projects she 
takes part in, Parlato aims to “come 
from the bottom up, teaching 
people about environmental issues, 
and from the top with legislature.” 
This is accomplished through her 
work with Baltimore Trash Talk 


and other organizations such as 
The Friends of Herring Run and 
The Southwest Partnership. The 
artwork presented at the show in 
Loomis Gallery are some of the 
results of these efforts. 

This show included pieces such 
as Parlato’s Cigarette Planet—a 
30-inch sculpture made from 
papier-mache and hand-gathered 
cigarette butts from the streets 
of Baltimore. The orange and 
white butts depict the continents, 
oceans, and the garbage patches 
of the world. The posters that 
were created along with this piece 
are to be paired with recycling 
urns by Terracycle, a campaign to 
recycle cigarette butts in Baltimore. 
Also on display were pieces from 
Pollinators and Neonicotinoids—a 
series of drawings that emphasize 
the danger neonicotinoids (a 
type of pesticide that is nicotine- 
based) pose to animals and insects, 
particularly pollinator species such 
as butterflies and bees. The artwork 
also extended from the gallery itself, 
and into the main entrance and 
stairwell of Allen Hall, where the 
Prayers for the Sea Flags (based on 
Tibetan prayer flags and created for 
the River of Recyclables at Artscape 
in 2013) were on display. These 
flags were made using plastic bags 
and showed various marine wildlife.

The PS AC East-leading 

Shippensburg Raiders made the trip 
to Mansfield Saturday, February 
8, 2020, to take on the last placed 
Mounties in Decker Gymnasium. 

Although underdogs, the 
Mounties did give Shippensburg 
a hard-fought game, but 
Shippensburg, paced by a 36-point 
performance from reigning PSAC 
Player of the Year Ariel Jones, 
outlasted the Mounties and walked 
away with their sixteenth win of the 
season. 

Shippensburg took the lead 
halfway through the first quarter 
and never looked back, but the 
Mounties used a strong shooting 
performance from freshman Bella 
Skatell and some key plays from 
junior Paige Whitfield to help keep 
Shippensburg on their toes. After 
a sluggish first quarter from both 
teams, Shippensburg showed a little 
liveliness once the second quarter 
began. Aunbrielle Green hit two 
free-throws and Destiny Jefferson hit 
a short jumper to give Shippensburg 
a seven-point lead halfway through 
the quarter. Mansfield answered 
with a lay-up from Jasmine Hilton 
and a jumper from Whitfield to 
cut it back to three, but from there 
Shippensburg’s go-to girl took 
over. Jones scored nine points in 
one minute of play and Jefferson 
completed a traditional three-point 
play with 45 seconds left in the half 
to give Shippensburg a twelve-point 
lead. Skatell then hit one of her five 
three-pointers to cut the deficit back 
to nine heading into halftime. 

For every point Mansfield put 
up in the second half, it seemed 
Shippensburg’s Jones had an answer 


for it. Whitfield knocked down a 
three-pointer to start the second 
half scoring for the Mounties. 
Kira Merritt took advantage of a 
Shippensburg turnover, putting two 
more points on the board for the 
Mounties, but Jones came down and 
answered Merritt with a three of her 
own. Jasmine Hilton hit two free- 
throws, but before Mansfield could 
blink, Jones had dribbled down the 
court and scored a lay-up to put her 
team back up eight. From there, 
Mansfield showed some life of their 
own when Skatell hit three straight 
threes, but Shippensburg’s Green 
used her size to put two points on 
the board for every one of Skatell’s 
threes to keep Shippensburg up 
eight. Jones hit three free-throws 
and finished a lay-up to give 
Shippensburg a thirteen-point lead 
heading into the fourth. 

But Mansfield didn’t go away 
without a fight. The fourth quarter 
started when Skatell hit her fifth 
three-pointer of the game, Whitfield 
hit a jumper, and Alivia Paeglow 


finished inside the paint to cut 
Shippensburg’s lead back to seven. 
Jasmine Perez answered a Jones 
lay-up with one of her own and 
Whitfield knocked down a three 
to put her team within four with 
six minutes remaining. From there, 
Perez and Jones went back and forth, 
but Perez was no match for Jones 
who scored eleven of Shippensburg’s 
next fourteen points, finishing out a 
73-62-point win for the Raiders.

The Mansfield Men’s Basketball 
team put four starters in double 
figures and took advantage of an 
extra five minutes of play to defeat 
Lock Haven in a crucial PS AC 
East conference game. The win 
helps keep the Mounties in play¬ 
off contention and they used their 
entire team to get the job done. 
Every one of Mansfield’s ten players 
scored at least one point in last 
Wednesday’s contest - and every 
point was needed. 

The game began with back and 
forth scoring. Mansfield eventually 
began to separate themselves when 
Mike Rell hit Jaz Farrell for a lay¬ 
up and Trevor English found 
Jahmir Green cutting down the 
lane for another lay-in on the next 
possession, putting Mansfield up 
seven. Lock Haven answered with 
a jumper, but Mansfield scored 
eight straight points on a Garrett 
Cook three, a short jumper from 
Jon Ward, and another three from 
Eli Alvin, putting them up twelve. 
The two teams went back and forth 
before Lockhaven eventually came 
within three after their leading 
scorer, Matt Cerruti, hit a three 
pointer with 1:07 remaining in the 


half. Cook then hit a jumper to 
beat the buzzer and gave MU a five- 
point lead heading into halftime. 

Mansfield started the second half 
on a seven-point run, increasing 
the lead to twelve. That lead was 
short lived when Lock Haven 
cut it back to one after matching 
every one of Mansfield’s threes 
and finishing a couple fast break 
lay-ups. Mansfield increased their 
lead to as much as seven over the 
next few minutes following a 
Farrell lay-up and a Ward three. 
The lead held steady until Lock 
Haven’s Cerruti hit another three 
and teammate Nasir Campbell 
finished a lay-up to put The Bald 
Eagles back within one. Sweeney 
then hit one of two free throws and 
after rebounding and crossing half¬ 
court, Lock Haven called a time¬ 
out with ten seconds remaining to 
set up a sideline play. They executed 
perfectly and Campbell tied the 
ballgame at 73 with five seconds 
remaining. Mansfield called a time¬ 
out in hopes of scoring in the final 
seconds, but English missed a lay¬ 
up at the buzzer, forcing overtime. 

The five-minute overtime period 
started when Green was fouled on 
a rebound, putting him at the foul 
line for two shots. He sank both, 


putting Mansfield up two. Lock 
Haven scored three unanswered 
points, giving them their first lead 
of the game. English finally found 
the bucket, scoring his first points 
of overtime and putting Mansfield 
back up by one. Cerruti then hit one 
of two free throws on the other end 
to even the score at 77. From there, 
Mansfield scored seven unanswered 
points, giving themselves enough 
cushion to ride out the rest of the 
game. Lock Haven cut it to three 
within the final seconds, but Alvin 
sank two clutch free throws with 
eleven seconds remaining to clinch 
the 88-84 win for the Mounties. 

Sweeney finished with 20 
points, 3 rebounds, and a block. 
Farrell chipped in 16 points and 6 
rebounds. Green filled the stat sheet 
with 14 points, 5 rebounds, and 6 
assists, and English finished with 
10 points, 6 rebounds, and 4 assists. 
The win puts the Mounties at 6-16 
overall, 5-12 in the conference. 
They will continue to fight for 
a play-off birth when they host 
East Stroudsburg on Wednesday, 
February 19, 2020 after the

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The Electoral College is undemocratic

In the United States, the winner 
of every election is determined 
by whichever candidate receives 
the most votes with one major 
exception. The presidency, the most 
powerful office in the country, is 
decided by the Electoral College, 
a wildly undemocratic system that 
creates and exacerbates inequalities. 
Whether it’s from the winner take 
all approach most states follow, 
swing states effectively putting the 
presidency in the hands of just a 
few states, smaller states are given 
disproportionate voting power for 
their size, or that a persons vote 
is mathematically less valuable 
in some states than others, the 
Electoral College is a fundamentally 
flawed election system, so much so 
that most voters would prefer a 
popular vote system compared to 
the system we have now. 

The Electoral College works by 
assigning each state and the District 
of Columbia a number based on its 
representation in Congress (how 
many House Representatives they 
have plus two Senators) where 
whichever candidate wins the most 
votes then wins all the electoral votes 
that state has to offer, regardless of 
how narrow the win was. In this 
winner take all system if a candidate 
wins a state with 31% of the vote 
to 49%, that candidate would get 
all of that state’s electoral votes, 
essentially nullifying the vote of the 
49% of people who voted for the 
another candidate. Furthermore, if 
you live in a state that reliably votes 
one way or another, you may assume 


your vote is unnecessary and sit out 
a presidential election. This means 
that in a very real way, the Electoral 
College can discourage people from 
voting. After all, if it’s clear which 
way the election will go it’s easy to 
rationalize staying home. 

This brings us to swing states, 
which are another symptom of 
the Electoral College. One of the 
original purposes of the Electoral 
College was to ensure candidates 
had to appeal to smaller states to 
win, not just large populous areas. 
The idea was to make sure every 
state had influence in the election, 
but as the country developed, 
it wasn’t big states that became 
highly targeted by presidential 
campaigns, but swing states that 
could go either way. Now, instead 
of being dominated by New York 
City and Los Angeles, we instead 
see presidential elections decided 
almost just by states like Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Michigan, and 
Florida. Because of this, votes 
in states like California or Texas 
are considered free points for the 
candidate they lean towards. You 
can safely guess how those states will 
vote, and because of that candidates 
fight over the fickle states every 
election cycle, meaning a vote in 
PA matters more to the outcome of 
the election than a person’s vote in 
Washington. Washington is a safe 
bet, but Pennsylvania is up in the 
air. 

On the level of the states themselves, 
the worth they’re assigned is heavily 
lopsided as well. On average, one 
electoral vote represents about 
436,000 people, but that number 


fluctuates depending on each state’s 
population. This means that states 
with fewer people to each electoral 
vote have a higher voting power 
than other states do, as they’re 
getting the same representation for 
fewer votes, and states with larger 
populations where each electoral 
vote equals more people means that 
their electoral power is cheapened. 
To put this into clear numbers, 
Wyoming has 3 electoral votes with 
each electoral vote representing only 
143,000 people (keep in mind one 
Electoral College vote on average 
represents 436,000 people). New 
York has 29 electoral votes, and 
each electoral vote represents about 
300,000 people. This means that 
an electoral vote from Wyoming is 
worth 3.49 times the worth of an 
electoral vote from New York and 
about 3.05 times the worth of an 
average electoral vote. 

Put another way, the Electoral 
College system is literally valuing 
the votes of some people more than 
others based on which state they live 
in. Not only that, but when a state 
only has so many electoral votes 
to give, turnout in the state means 
very little. For example, if you live 
in Wisconsin and for some reason 
only 1,000 voters turned out, the 
winner of the state would still get all 
10 electoral votes Wisconsin has to 
offer. But suppose 1,000,000 people 
turned out to vote in Wisconsin. 
Wisconsin would still only be 
worth 10 electoral votes. Because 
the Electoral College limits how 
much each state is worth, turnout 
is irrelevant. In fact, it means as 
more people turn out to vote, an 


individual vote is worth less. If an 
electoral vote represents on average 
436,000 people, but you can win 
an Electoral College vote with only 
100,000 people voting, then those 
100,000 people have the same 
influence as the 436,000 people. 
We’re using a system in which the 
more people turn out to vote, the 
less an individual’s vote matters. 

Back when our country’s political 
system was being developed, the 
founders were concerned with 
creating a system that would give 
power and value to all states, not 
just the populous states. To do 
that, they created the Electoral 
College, which gave additional 
representation to smaller states so 
that to win, candidates would need 
to appeal to their needs as well. 
However, what the Electoral College 
system has created feels more like an 
unbalanced board game with rules 
that favor some players over others. 
In the past 7 presidential elections, 
the Democratic nominee won the 
popular vote 6 times, and yet lost 
the presidency twice (once in 2000 
and again in 2016). 

This isn’t about giving one party 
a leg up over the other but giving 
accurate representation to the 
American people. Regardless of 
party, a country should get the 
representation the people vote for 
and support, and any system that 
allows a minority of people to 
control the outcome of an election 
that affects everyone can’t be 
considered an effective democracy 
by any measure.

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VR Lab opens for students

The Virtual Reality Lab, located 
in North Hall Library, is now 
open for the public to use. Over 
a year of planning and months of 
construction have led to its opening. 

Virtual Reality (VR) is a 
computer-generated simulation 
of three-dimensional images 
or environments that can be 
interacted with by a person using 
special electronic equipment. Last 
May, the Mansfield University 
Police Academy became the first 
in the state to integrate VR into 
its training program. After seeing 
the impact of the use of VR at the 
Academy, it became evident that 
the application could benefit the 
traditional classroom as well. 

Russ Dodson, professor emeritus 
of Geosciences at Mansfield, 
played a significant role in creating 
the VR lab for students. In 2018, 
he saw Stanford University 
communications professor Jeremy 
Bailenson speak about his world- 
renowned VR lab located in 
California. As Bailenson was 
explaining the many uses of 
VR, Dodson thought to himself 
“Mansfield could do that. This is 


what Mansfield needs. I can’t think 
of a department that couldn’t use 
this.” He then spoke with the Deans 
and lent them a copy of Bailenson’s 
speech and generously donated 
$15,000 to the project to get it 
started. When asked why he felt 
so passionately about the creation 
of a lab for students, he replied, “I 
love Mansfield. And I want to see 
Mansfield prosper and grow, so I’m 
willing to do my part.” 

The Mansfield University Public 
Safety Institute donated an 
additional $40,000 to the VR lab’s 
creation and construction began 
on the third floor of North Hall 
Library in the summer of 2019. 
Campus facilities and technology 
built and set up the entire lab, and 
no outside contractor was used. 

Currently, there are three different 
VR headsets that everyone may 
use. The HTC Vive is located in 
the room in the center of the lab, 
also called “the fishbowl,” while 
there are two Oculus Rift S’s set 
up with desktops on the back wall. 
Microphones are placed outside of 
the fishbowl so the user can hear 
what those outside of the room say 
and there are screens outside of the 
room that let other spectators see 


what the user sees. 

Students may use many different 
software applications while using 
the VR system. Examples include 
Google Earth VR, which allows 
users to explore different areas of 
the world, and Sharecare VR, which 
simulates a three-dimensional 
model of the human body and how 
it functions. Students are welcome 
to present applications that they 
would like the lab to download or 
even bring in software that they 
already own. Student worker Kelsey 
Seymour states, “We would love to 
eventually expand the lab.” 

Dr. Josh Battin, Dean of the 
College of Arts and Humanities 
has worked alongside Criminal 
Justice Instructor Mark Thompson 
and Police Services Director Scott 
Henry to turn the VR lab from a 
dream into reality. Dr. Battin plans 
to have a grand opening celebrating 
the lab in the next coming weeks, 
inviting local media and press. He 
noted that he is excited to see the 
VR lab bridge the gap between the 
classroom and reality. Thompson 
also stated that “We are just 
scratching the surface of VR in the 
academic realm.” 


Ryan Russell hosts a workshop

Ryan Russell, a professor at Penn 
State University, held a Branding 
and Identity graphic design 
workshop in line with his exhibit, 
Visual Voice, for students on 
campus on February 26, 2020. 

The workshop had students take 
a social cause they were passionate 
about and gave them two and a half 
hours to make simplistic graphic 
design for it. Russell then gave a 
short presentation on simplistic 
designs before turning the students 
to their projects. Halfway through 
his presentation, he asked students 
if a particular design projected on 
the screen was good. A few students 
said no and critiqued the design. 
Russell continued talking about the 
design and pointed out a few things 
about the design, like what appeared 


to be a lack of clarity. Speaking 
to the design’s lack of clearness, 
the next slide in the presentation 
was pictures of how a brand used 
the design in cool and interesting 
ways. Russell revealed his critique 
was positive even though his tone 
suggested otherwise, creating a 
standout moment during the 
presentation. 

Following the presentation, 
students had 40 minutes to sketch 
what social cause they wanted their 
designed to be for. The next 40 
minutes were spent moving the 
design into Illustrator to make a 
finalized version of the design. 

Russell continued the workshop 
by asking students to take their 
finalized design and break it into 
its base components. Students had 
40 minutes to create a poster from 
the base components reflecting 


their social cause. Russell pushed 
students out of their comfort zone 
by forcing them to act on their 
gut instincts when creating their 
designs. 

Russell crafted a workshop that 
stimulated the pressures of graphic 
design and challenged the students. 
During the workshop, Russell said, 
“being a student is the best job 
you will ever have because your 
professors cannot technically fire 
you. They're forced to deal with 
you until the end of the semester. 
This gives you the ability to take 
risks that are normally not afforded 
to people who are working in the 
industry.” He later specified this 
doesn't give students permission to 
fail class. 

Russell provided useful advice and 
experience to students and inspired 
other graphic design faculty.

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Rivers are in the sky

The initial thought of rivers flowing 
high above our heads may seem 
odd, but there are atmospheric 
rivers that exist not only in nature 
but for special reasons. 

These rivers are relatively long, 
narrow regions that transport 
water vapor outside of the tropics. 
The sizes of these sky rivers range 
from 250 to 375 miles wide. They 
carry as much water—in the form 
of water vapor—as 25 Mississippi 
rivers. They typically reside along 
boundaries between large areas of 
divergent surface air flow, including 
frontal zones in association with 
extratropical cyclones that form 
over oceans. Atmospheric rivers 
provide the benefits of rainfall 
for drought-stricken areas and 
continue to increase snowpack 
for ski regions. So how could 
this generally harmless natural 
phenomenon be a potential threat? 

According to a new study led 
by NASA, the effects of climate 
change could intensify these “sky 
rivers,” while slightly reducing the 
number of occurrences worldwide. 
It is projected that they will become 
wider and longer, affecting larger 
areas than previously recorded. 
Duane Waliser of NASA’s Jet 
Propulsion Lab in Pasadena, 
California says: “greenhouse gas 
emissions continuing at the current 
rate will cause a 10% decrease 
in atmospheric rivers globally, 
however, the rivers will become 
25% wider and longer, leading to 
a 50% increase in heavy rains and 
strong winds events.” 

Studies to date have been mostly 
limited to two specific regions: 
Western United States and 
Europe. NASA has used different 


methodologies for identifying 
atmospheric rivers and different 
climate models, meaning result 
from one are not quantitively 
comparable to another. The study 
team developed an algorithm 
that can be applied to climate 
model output. This aides in the 
identification of the river’s length, 
width, and amount of water vapor 
transported. They applied the 
algorithm to model projections of 
climate data in the 21st century, 
allowing them to compare 
characteristics of the rivers for 
the current climate and projected 
future climate. 

What does the study mean 
and what is the significance for 
our future? Vicky Espinoza, a 
doctoral student at the University 
of California, states: “Knowing the 
nature of how these atmospheric 
river events might change the 
future climate conditions, allows 
for scientist, water managers, and 
citizens living in prone regions 
(Western N.A., Western S.A., 
S. Africa, New Zealand, and 
Europe) to consider the potential 
implications that may lead to 
extreme precipitation events.” 
Meaning this study is allowing 
scientist to realize that extreme 
precipitation events are increasing 
worldwide, as the warming 
atmosphere continues to hold and 
dump more rain. 

This proves to be another warning 
for the future of our planet. With 
these realizations, as the data 
continues to pour in and the danger 
becomes more prevalent, what will 
we as humans do? I suppose in 
this situation, the iconic phrase of 
“don’t get caught out in the rain,” is 
relevant.

On a day dedicated to seniors, 
the Mansfield University Men’s 
Basketball team left everything on 
the court. 

A heartfelt pre-game ceremony 
honored the Mounties’ six 
graduating seniors, but once game 
time rolled around, it was back to 
business for the Mounties. Senior 
Reilly Collins hit back to back 
threes to get the Mounties on the 
scoreboard early. His team led by 
as much as thirteen in the first half 
but Kutztown’s Kyaire Sumpter hit 
a three pointer of his own at the 
buzzer to cut Mansfield’s lead back 
to eight heading into halftime. 

Early in the second half things 
looked good for the Mounties. 
Collins hit a lay-up and Garrett 
Cook hit a three pointer to match 
both of Kutztown’s buckets to keep 
their lead at eight. Then Kutztown 
scored ten unanswered points 
taking what would be a three-point 
lead with 15 minutes remaining. 

The two teams battled until MU’s 
Eli Alvin stole the ball and finished 
on the opposite end to tie the game 
back up at fifty-eight with just ten 
minutes remaining. Kutztown took 
a thirteen-point lead following 


Alvin’s lay-in. Mansfield eventually 
cut their deficit back to seven when 
Cook hit a three pointer with 21 
seconds remaining, but Kutztown 
pulled away with an 85-76 PSAC 
win. 

Collins led the Mounties with 
a career high 23 points. Cook 
finished with 14 points, and Trevor 
English finished with 11 points, 8 
rebounds, and 3 assists. 

The Mountie men finished with 
6-21 overall for the season, 5-17 in 
the conference. 

The Mountie women led by one 
against Kutztown when the final 
period began, but after being 
outscored 18-3 for the reaming 
minutes, they lost their final home 
game of the season. 

Evenly matched until the start 
of the fourth quarter, the game 
appeared a replay of the first time 
the two teams met at Kutztown on 
January 15, 2020 and battled until 
the final minute of play. Although 
Kutztown led by as much as six in 
the first quarter in the recent game, 
Mansfield’s Sydney Reed knocked 
down a three pointer with 28 
seconds remaining in the quarter 
to cut Kutztown’s lead to three 
heading into the second. 

Kutztown reached their first 


double-digit lead of the night when 
Sydney Pierson scored a lay-up, 
putting them up eleven with four 
minutes remaining in the second 
quarter. From there, Mansfield 
went to work. Reed hit another 
three, Paige Whitfield followed 
with a three of her own, and Kira 
Merritt knocked down two free- 
throws to cut the lead back to three. 
Jasmine Perez crafted her way into 
one of her five steals of the night 
and set up fellow freshman, Bella 
Skatell, for a three pointer that 
tied the game at twenty-eight with 
just 54 seconds remaining in the 
half. Kutztown couldn’t connect 
and Perez’s half court heave at the 
buzzer rimmed in and out to send 
both teams to the locker room at 
halftime tied at twenty-eight. 

The third quarter consisted of back 
and forth scoring and the Mounties, 
although leading by as much as 
five at one point, held a slim one- 
point lead heading into the fourth. 
Jasmine Hilton hit a short jumper 
to get the scoring started in the 
fourth, but from there Kutztown 
scored thirteen unanswered points 
and never looked back. Kutztown 
defeated the Mounties 61-47 
putting Mansfield’s overall record at 
3-25, 1-21 in conference play.

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Kuniholm speaks on gerrymandering

Carol Kuniholm, Chair of Fair Districts for PA, spoke on the process of gerrymandering at the 
Deane Center in Wellsboro on February 24, 2020 at 6:30 p.m. 

Kuniholm has spoken in 26 Pennsylvania counties about gerrymandering and why electoral 
maps matter to the people. Gerrymandering is the term that describes the manipulation of 
electoral maps for political advantage. She said, "We are going to talk about 
gerrymandering, how it impacts voters, how it cuts out your voice, and what we're trying to 
do to change that." 

She explained that reapportionment, the process of determining how seats in legislative 
bodies are distributed, occurs every ten years after obtaining U.S. Census information. In 
Pennsylvania, congressional redistricting is determined by a five-person commission and 
then voted on by the Governor. Two members of the commission are Republicans, two are 
Democrats, and the final person is chosen by the Pennsylvania Supreme Court. Because of 
this system, redistricting tends to eliminate competition within districts. 

Kuniholm said that Pennsylvania has one of the most secretive reapportionment processes in 
the country. She explained that what often occurs is that both parties want safe districts that 
they can win easily, so they work together to draw off all the competitive areas in the state. If 
lines were drawn equally, Kuniholm said, "there would be large areas across the state that 
would be very competitive and force more dialogue in our legislature." 

Kuniholm represents Fair Districts PA, a nonpartisan coalition that began in January 2016 
after examining the reapportionment from 2011. Its mission is to create a fair process for 
redistricting in Pennsylvania. The coalition supports a bill that will eliminate the five-person 
commission currently in place and introduce an independent, nonpartisan group of at least 
ten people to draw the maps. 

Kuniholm thinks positively about the future and believes that the voters are tired of an 
unaccountable legislature. She said, "The people who draw the lines are the people who set 
the agenda are the people who set the process. And that's what we're trying to change."

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Census for students at university

For the 2020 Census, the U.S. Census Bureau will continue to count students in the town they 
live in for college, despite many going home due to COVID-19. 

Federal agencies use the decennial Census to dictate over $675 billion in federal funding 
every year. College towns, like Mansfield, rely on the Census data to receive the appropriate 
amount of resources to support grants, education, health services, agriculture, and other 
important sectors. Since the census takes place every ten years, it is paramount that every 
person is counted. 

Whether a freshman living on campus, a senior living off-campus, or a junior commuting 
from five minutes away, all students will be counted in the town they reside in for at least half 
of the year. Since classes are in session for more than seven months per year, students are 
counted where they live for school. 

Students who live on-campus will not have to fill out the Census by themselves. An 
administrator of the university will count the number of students per residence hall and give 
the information to the Census. Students living off-campus, however, will have to fill out the 
census and include their roommates. Only one census is needed per household, and 
individuals may fill out the census online, by mail, or by phone. For more information, please 
visit www.2020census.gov.

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Why is hand washing important?

The Center for Disease Control (CDC) still recommends handwashing as an effective 
preventive measure to take against the COVID-19 virus. 

Handwashing is a simple process that can easily remove germs. It is recommended that a 
person regularly washes their hands before, during, and after the preparation and eating of 
food, after using the restroom, handling garbage, sneezing, coughing, and after other 
activities. By reducing the number of germs present on a persons hands, the likelihood of 
spreading a diarrheal or respiratory illness is greatly decreased. It also reduces the chances 
of spreading illness to other people. 

This is because people often will touch their eyes, nose, mouth, or face in general without 
even noticing it. Additionally, germs are transferred from hands to tabletops, doorknobs, 
phones, computer keyboards, light switches, and handrails among other objects. Germs can 
also find their way from hands into food and drinks. Regular handwashing lowers the number 
of germs that are transferred when this occurs. 

Handwashing takes very little time; only roughly 15-20 seconds is required to effectively 
complete the five steps that make up the handwashing process. A person must wet the 
hands, lather with soap, scrub their hands, rinse them under water and then dry their hands. 

If soap and water are not immediately available, hand sanitizer, if it contains 60% alcohol, is a 
good alternative. However, sanitizers are not a substitute for regular handwashing as hand 
sanitizers do not remove all types of germs.

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Preventatives to take for COVID-19

As the United States experiences a boom in COVID-19 (coronavirus) cases, how equipped is 
Pennsylvania to handle the crisis as a community and as a state? 

Conservative estimates report that about 40% of people will be infected with the virus. 
Knowing this statistic, it is important to know the best ways to stay healthy during the 
coming weeks and months to stop the spread and keep yourself, your friends, and your 
family safe. 

There are many strategies that you can practice on an individual level to help prepare. The 
main preventative is handwashing. One should always make sure to wash their hands with 
soap and water for at least 20 seconds (try singing "Happy Birthday" twice). Also make sure 
you are washing between your fingers, around your thumbs, the back of your hands, and 
under the nails. 

Individuals also need to make sure that they are reducing the number of times that they 
touch their faces. The surfaces are contaminated with pathogens that can easily pass 
through the mucous membranes on our faces (like our eyes, nose, and mouth) which can 
then easily travel to the lungs. By making sure your hands are clean and avoid bringing those 
hands to your face, you can significantly decrease your chances of getting an infection. 
People also need to make sure that they are practicing social distancing. This means 
avoiding being around others as much as possible. Given how easy it is for people to carry 
pathogens and viruses without being aware of it, it is much easier to spread COVID-19. The 
CDC's guidelines are to stay at least 6 feet (2 meters) away from other people, no gatherings 
of groups (large or small), and to stay out of crowded places and avoid mass gatherings. By 
avoiding others, we are able to keep not only ourselves from being at risk but our 
surrounding community. 

It is also important to follow guidance from authorities where you live. The CDC also 
recommends keeping the six feet rule when shopping for food or medicines, if necessary, if 
you are able, use mail-order for medications and have groceries delivered. The CDC and 
Governor Wolfe are recommending all (Pennsylvanian) citizens to wear cloth masks when 
leaving the house to go shopping and to continue to practice the six feet rule while 
practicing this. 

Governor Wolf is suggesting getting two weeks of grocery at a time. By taking what you 
need for an extended period, you can effectively minimize your time in grocery stores, 
decreasing your risk of getting infected. However, as important as it is to be prepared 
yourself, it's equally as important to allow other people to stay safe and healthy as well. If you 
take more than what you and your family need, you are effectively damaging someone else's 
chances of obtaining products that they need. This is especially harmful in food deserts like 
Mansfield. Mansfield has only one big grocery store within a half hour walking distance from 
the town, and getting food and supplies is especially hard without access to reliable 
transportation. During a pandemic, where there is no immunity against the virus, a 
community is only as healthy as its most vulnerable members. By taking only what you need 
you're allowing other members of your community to fulfill their own needs, better 
protecting the health of your community overall. 

Pennsylvania's current preparations for COVID-19 are lacking as the state tries to prepare the 
needed supplies for the outbreak. Although the state is doing well with treating patients, the 
state has nowhere near the number of ventilators needed to treat everyone in the future. 
Pennsylvania has 2,000 ventilators out of the 6,000 needed during the peak amount of cases. 
Other supplies the state needs are hospital beds, testing kits, and other general personal 
protective equipment. The state and local communities are doing everything possible to 
ensure the safety of everyone. Even MU is doing its part by lending seven hospital beds to 
Welisboro's hospital. 

During this time of stress and worry, it is important to stay calm and do what you can to stay 
safe and healthy, not just for yourself but for others as well. To stay informed on what to do, 
we all must listen to public health officials, like the CDC, and the consensus of the scientific 
community to ensure we act in the best interest of stopping the spread of disease. As more 
information comes to light, it will be important to adjust our behaviors to stay safe and 
prevent any exacerbation of the current crisis. To make it through the quarantine we need to 
stay vigilant for any updates and flexible in how we act. For now, the most important thing 
we can do as individuals is to be cautious, be patient, and do our part to make sure we 
flatten the curve and stop the spread.
